Nationalist Troops 
Expel Turk Officials 


Possession of Konie Is of Great 
Strategic Importance 
Constantinople.—The troops un- 
der the’ Nationalist leader Mustappa 
Kemal Pasha, who recently set up a 
separatist government in Asia Minor, 
have occupied the city of Konie, in 


southern Asia Minor, and expelled 
the authorities. 
Earlier dispatches had reported 


the convVoking of a separatist parlia- 
ment by Mustappa Kemal to meet at 
Erzerum, the site of his government, 
and activities of his troops in the 
vicinity of Smyrna and Erzerum. 
The presence of his troops in suffi- 
cient strength to take possession of 
Konie, a’ city of 45,000 inhabitants 
and one of the most important ad- 
ministrative centres of Asia, Minor, 
had not hitherto been reported in that 
section. Possession of this city is of 
great strategic importance, since it is 
the railhead of the railroads heading 
from Constantinople and from 
Smyrna. 
Canada’s Railways 

There are 39,000 miles of stcam 
railways in Canada, but if_all tracks 
be taken into account, such as double 
tracks, yard tracks and sidings, there 
are 50,853 miles. The first railway 
in Canada was opened in 1836 be- 
tween Laprairie on the south bank of 
the St. Lawrence River, nine miles 
above Montreal, and St. Johns, on 
the Richelieu River. Its length was 
16 miles, That continued “to be the 
total railway mileage until 1847, 
when it was increased to 54 miles.

| tions as to Age 

London, England—-An interesting 
paragraph in the August number of 
the International Woman Suffrage 
News stated that the Icelandic Gov- 
ernment has introduced a bill into the 
Althing for the amendment of the 
Constitution in such a way as to give 
equal political suffrage for elections 
in districts to all men and women of 
25 years, while 35 years is to be the 
qualifying age for electors of both 
sexes for eleetions to the Upper 
House. It is considered certain that
